Bishop Simpson En Bontc for China and 


Japan. 


According to the plan mapped out by 


the bishops of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, at the late general conference 
held at Cincinnati, the Rev. Bishop 
Simpson will make the annual visitation 
to the mission conferences in China and 
Japan. For this purpose the distin- 
guished divine left Philadelphia last 
week for San Francisco, from which 
port he will sail in the steamer City of 
Tokio for Hong Kong. At Yokohama 
he will meet the Japan mission confer- 
ence on August 12, which is composed 
of seven missionary stations, with seven 
missionaries and twelve native assist- 
ants. From this point he will proceed 
into Northern China, where he will hold 
a conference at Pekin on September 
1C. This station includes five mission- 
aries, five assistants, four women for- 
eign missionary societies, and seven ex- 
horters, with a membership of 240 per- 
sona. Its church property is estimated 
at $25,000. In Central China is locat- 
ed the Kiukiang station, which the 
Bishop will visit October 13. 
Com- 


prised in this station are five missiona- 
ries, two American assistants, two fe- 
male missionaries and five native assist- 
ants, with church property amounting 
to $18,500. The last conference visit- 
ed will be atFochow on the 13th of 
November. This is the largest confer- 
ence in China, and comprises fifty-seven 
missionaries, five of whom are Ameri- 
cans, and the balance natives, with a 
membership of 2,031 
communicants, 


and Sunday schools numbering 800 
scholars. The value of the church 
property amounts to $55,000. The 
Bishop is to be accompanied by his wife 
and two daughters. Bishop Simpson 
expects to conclude his labors in time 
to return home by Christmas. He 
preached his final sermon before leaving 
the city, in the Fifth Street Methodist 
Episcopal Church, on Sunday the 20th 
instant, in the presence of a large con- 
gation.

When the 


expedition reached Fort Lamed, a body 


f Cheycnnes, numbering some 400 
warriors, with their women, children 
•tod old men, were encamped on the 
Pawnee fork, about fifteen miles dis- 
tant. On Gen. Hancock's invitation 
the chiefs and warriors came to Fort 


arned for a conference. 
Gen. Han- 


cock asked them where their women 
and children were, and why they also 
lad not come in. He was told that 
among the women were many who had 
escaped from the Ghivington massacre 
at Sand Creek, and they were afraid to 
come near the soldiers. 
Gen. Hancock 


nsisted that the women and children 
should be brought to the fort. The 
warriors returned to the village, and 
:aking their women and children, fled 
rom the vicinity. The village was then 
attacked by the troops, the only occu- 
tants being an old man and a demented 
irl, who had been forgotten by the In 


dians in their hasty flight. 
These two 


Indians were murdered, but not until 
after the girl was outraged, and the 
village was burned, except 500 of the 
;epees, which were reserved for officers 
of the expedition. Then an active 
campaign against the Indians was be- 
»un. It lasted until some time in July, 


en General Hancock sent to Wash- 


.ngton for more men and more money. 
He had spent about $9,000,000 and 
the lives of about 300 soldiers and-set- 
tlers had bean sacrificed. 
Congress 


decided that $4,500,000 for killing an 
Indian was too much, and the peace 
commissioner was appointed. General 
Hancock was examined as a witness 
before the commissioner early in Au- 
gust, and he made a very pitiable exhi- 
bition of himself in trying to excuse his 
blunders. 
The commission met in 


Cheyenne in September, and soon con 
eluded a treaty with them. General 
Hancock's campaign was an unnecessa- 
ry as well as an expensive one, and its 
management from beginning to end re 
fjected no credit on the commander.

The last 1 am able to Hud was the esc 
cution of Arthur Tbistlewood and others en 
gaged in the Cato Street Conspiracy to murder 
the king's ministers and overthrow thegovern 
ment, which they were to effect Feb. 23,1S20 
Thistlewood and his four chief associates were 
hanged May 1,1820. Probably they would no 
have been banged if they had not committee 
homicide, Other trials since then, even when 
resulting in conviction and a death-sentence 
have not been followed by any execution.— 
Thus John Frost, an er-maglstrate, was tried 
and sentenced for the Newport riots and trea 
son, 1839; John Francis, 184-', for shooting a 
the queon, was found guilty ot high treason 
but he and Frost weretransported forlile. The 
Fenian trials of Stephens, O'Donovan Kossa 
and others for treason, in IbM, resulted in sen 
fences lo penal servitude or imprisonment.

A M0,000 Xaioile Temple. 


Macon Lodge No. 8, Ancient, Free and 


Accepted Masons, of this city, have long 
had in contemplation the erection of an 
elegant and imposing Masonic Temple on 
their ground, at the northwest corner of 
the new square, and now we are led to 
believe from the preliminary steps that 
have already been taken in the mailer, 
that the structure will be erected during 
the coming spring. For a great number 
of years the Lodge has owned the ground 
and building now occupied by W. H. 
Grindol's marble shop and yard, and the 
members have never yet manifested the 
least disposition, so far as we know, to 
sell the premises. Some time ago the 
Lodge purchased the Peter Wikoff brick 
building and lot, occupied as a restaurant 
by Mrs. Patterson, paying about $3,000 
for the property. This gives the Lodge 
ground extending east from Water street 
a distance of over 90 feet. The size of 
the proposed temple will be three stories 
in height, with a frontage of 87 feet, and 
90 feet deep. Architect McNabb has re- 
cently submitted a plan of the third floor 
of the temple lo Be used by the lodge, 
and the members are now discussing and 
admiring the arrangement as prepared. 
There will be two spacious ante-rooms, 
each 12x15 feet in size; lodge room, 35x70 
feet; Chapter room, 2GxGl feet; Comman- 
dery room, 26x61 feet; and the banquet 
hall, tor festive occasions, 18x53 feet. The 
plan shows wide hallways and every de- 
sirable convenience for an ideal lodge 
room, such as the Masons will have, no 
matter what it may cost. The cost of the 
building will be somewhere between $30,- 
000 and $40,000. The first floor will be 
divided up into four very desirable store 
rooms, each 20 feet in the clear, and will 
be rented only to enterprising business 
men. The second floor will probably be
